So the tree covered with 
blossoms 


drops many If not all of its half form- 
ed fruit buda. When nature has climi- 
iritcd all that is useless, if the fruit 
buds remaining on the Ircc promise 
to exceed the amount easily nourished 
by the tree, part of the fruit in pro- 
cess of formation falls. Then, if the 
tree Is not able to do Its work, tho 
fiult left upon It comes to the harvest 
undersized and anemic. 


Nourishment 


The nourishment given to an t pplc 


tree should be wholesome nnd abun- 
dant, nnd of a character to reconsti- 
tute the strength of the tree. Phos- 
phoric acid and potash mingled with 
the elements of the ground In which 
tho tree Is looted, aro tho best food; 
they arc eufllclont 
for the reconali- 


tutlon of the feeblest of fruit-bearers. 
The first part ot 
the 
nonrluhjacnt 


should be given 15 days 
before the 


flowering time of the 
tree 
and it 


should bo so distributed that every 
adult tree may 
draw 
nourishment 


from eight pounds of superphosphate 
of lime. The nourishment should be 
place within a radius measuring the 
circuiiifuiuinre ot the tree's foliage. 


When the flowers are faded, when 


their leaves fall, at the moment when 
frull begins to form, 
the 
potatm Is 


added to tho lime alicady given to the 
tiec. and mixed well with tho ground. 
Wood ashcH itrc tho cheapest form of 
potash suitable for the nourishment 
of the apple tree.
